Fairfield, superintendent 
at thi station, points out, com- 
ned with its exceptional orna¬ 
mental value makes the Color¬ 
ado Blue and especially the Ros¬ 
ter Blue Spruce, an extremely 
hi b’e tree fo r this area. 

Tiie development of the Ros¬ 
ter Blue Spruce, rs told to your 
writer by Dr. Fairfield, i s inter¬ 
ests g.

The Colorado Blue S/ruce 
reaches its highe. t cogrce of 
]:erfection at altitudes of from 
10,000 o 12,000 fret in Colorado 
and Wyoming where they are 
subjected to variable winter 
temperature* and dry sumn e/s 
not unlike the conditions obtain¬ 
ing in southern Alberta where 
the air is very drv ard where 
extremely cold spells ere ming¬ 
led with mild chinook periods. 
The experience at this station,
